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Response to Request for Reconsideration 

The following is a response in regards to the remarks submitted on 16 January 2007, 
placed into the record in the examiner-initiated interview summary, regarding U.S. 
Patent Application Serial Number 10/756,853. 

Amendments to the claims will not be considered because added limitations to the 
claims will require further search and consideration and a final office action has been 
filed and sent. 

With regards to claims 8 and 14, Applicant argues, "that because the context bit is 
stored in the context bit memory device and because the instructions (and their 
respective associated pluralities of extra bits) are stored in a first memory device where 
in each device is introduced wherein each device is introduced by the article 'a', the 
context bit and the pluralities of extra bits (each associated with a respective instruction) 
cannot be the same physical piece of data." 

It is noted that the article 'a' does provide antecedent basis but does not necessarily 
entail independence. Take for example, one may be able to claim "a register file" and 
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then "a register." The register may be contained in the register file or it could be 
separate entity. Such recitations do not impart any sort of independence. 

It is noted that an amendment similar to one made for claims 1 and 19 would impart the 
limitation of independence between the two types of bits.
